$21,000. 

In consequence of the heavy runs made on 
it as wellasoothe other banks in Peters- 
burg, Virginia, the Planters and Merchants 
pank of Petersburg, this morning tempora- 
rily suspended operations. The followiog 
notice signed by the board of directors and 
the president of the bank, was pssted on tae 
door: 

Owing to the stringency in the money market, 
caused 1n a great part by the present ficaneial cri- 
sis, this bank is forced temporarily to suspend op 
eratons. A statement of the condition ol the 
bavk ia now being prepared, which will be made 
public as soon as pussibie, and we feel assured it 
wiil prove aoypege | to the most serutinizing. 

The bank is believed to be perfectly sol- 
vent and able to pay every cent it owes. 

Thomas White, cashier of the bank, says the 

suspension ig due, among ether causes, to 

the fact that during his absence in New York 
last week, a large number of certificates of 

deposit, on which the bauk requires trom 10 

to 30 days notice, were paid without the re- 

quisite notice being given, and that within 
the past few days $64,000 of state funds 
which had been deposited in the bank had 
been checked cut. He thought the bank 
would resume in a few days, After the 
deors of the suspended bank had been 
closed, a heavy run for several hours was 
made on the Petersburg Savings aad Insur- 
ance bank, which promptly, met all ce
